4. Inasmuch as THJKJKy/l 1 # mother has indicated fHJHJBr/1** visit Is 
to be a short one, the period during vhlch KUBABK can gain access to him 
vlll probably be quite limited* It Is therefore considered important that 
Headquarters be notified of TUBORl/l's arrival as soon as possible* 

Although HLBORT could normally be expected to notify the Station of much 
an event. It oould be possible that he may be unable hr unwilling to do so 
on this occasion. It would be preferable, in any case, to keep hist out of 
the picture insofar as Is possible and not make him witting to any greater 
degree than he now already Is. 

5- Judging from the pattern of TUBOBX/l's 1955 visit, he will almost 
certainly be permitted to contact his mother. She is aware of her eon's 
desire to establish contact witi C o sad is apparently anxious to assist 
in any way. It Is therefore considered desirable that she be provided with 
a means for reporting her son's arrival to QXBAKK quickly and securely* Tor 
this purpose enclosure A and B are attached together with translations of 
r -3 handwritten texts* As can be seen from the translation of 
enclosure A, HLBHEY/l'e mother Is directed to send an innocuous text 
cablegram to a KUBARK drop thus indicating TILBUHl/l's arrival. Enclosure 
B directs her to call a name and number (to be filled In by c: "-3 ) so 

that she can alert c -3 directly. It Is felt that cl -3 may not 
prefer to use the latter variant because of possible compromise of the 
Installation, therefore, the two choices. 

6* It is reque sted that one or the other of the enclosures be 
delivered to TILBOR¥/l'e mother and that Headquarters be notified by cable 
when this is accomplished end which enclosure was utilised. ULBUHl/l'e 
mother reportedly knows only broken German and practically no Swedish* 
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7. Forwarded under separate cover is TILBUHX/l'a mother's name 



and address.
